with a therapeutically effective amount of an inhaled gaseous composition comprising carbon 
monoxide at a concentration of about 10 ppm to about 3000 ppm, The Examiner's Amendment 
was made to avoid the claimed invention reading on background levels of carbon monoxide in 
the atmosphere and to be more fully supported by the disclosure with respect to effective 
amounts of carbon monoxide.
